very great and conſiderable Eclipſe in it ſelf, but not to 
us, fa:th Argol 3 and ſo doth Mr, Gadbury in his Fpbemers 
this year, My occaſions would not admit me time to cal- 
culate it, and therefore I ſhall not be poſitive whether 
any ſmall matter of the dete& may be yiſible unto us.
